ROADS HAVE CONSIDERABLE 


BITUMINOUS COAL ON HAND 


Washington, June 20. — Thc rail- 


roads of the country on June 1st had 
on hand 75 Jays' supply ot bitumin- 
ous coal, according to a statement 
issued today by the Commerce de- 
partment 
based on a repoit of the 


American Railway department. 


On May 1st. the carriers had 04 


days' supply. On June 1, the statement 
raid, the railroads had 1.S44.057 tons 
of bituminous coal in stocks on hand, 
the total daily average consumption 
being 28-1,000 tons, of which the daily- 
average consumption from stock was 
143,000 tons.

That Is. they 


' became doctors, lawyers or ministers 
er teachers. 
It was something of a 
'•hock to academic tradition when 
graduate* began to go into business. 
Now the tendency has proceeded so 
f»r that the old condition is reversed 
and business gets the majority. 


The law still holds Its own. large 


numbers of students after taking reg- 
ular college courses go through the 
law school, and their ranks are rein- 
forced by a greater number who lack 
the 
college training. 
There are. 


therefore, still plenty ot lawyers. But 
doctors and preachers and jeducators 
are getting scarce. There is said to 
be a deficit ot 25,000 physicians in the 
country. There Is probably an equal 
deficit of trained plergymen. Good 
teachers for common schools are no- 
toriously hard to get, though not quite 
so h'ard as during the war. As for 
teachers in the higher educational In- 
stitutions, who correspond more near- 
ly to the other three professions men- 
tioned, they are almost unobtainable, 
so great is the drift toward business 
careers. 
Possibly we »hall soon have to re- 
gard business as a learned profession 
It certainly does business no harm to 
fill its ranks with young men of edu- 
cation and culture. 
But the outlook 


for 
the traditional pursuits of 


scholar is not a very Inviting one. 


The cause Is evident enough. With 


the exception of law, tho professions 
no longer pay anywhere near so much 
as business careers, in either money 
or honor. When they are more look- 
ed up to, and -when they command 
bettesf Incomes, perhaps business wir 
become less Inviting to the student 
•with the world before him.

DcForest Keyed Recovers From the 


State ot Maine Over JSIO.OOfl, After 


Ttvcntjr Years' Effort. 


DeForest Keyes hag returned from 
a trip to Auburn, Me., where he re- 
ceived a check from the treasurer of 
the state of Maine for $-10,2C,'1.12. Thin 
is In settlement of tho judgment which 
DcForest Kcycs was awarded by the 
law court against tho state of Maine 
by unanimous decision of tho said 
court about a month ago. 


In 1S02 Mr. Keye» attended a sale 


held iii the state treasurer's ollice at 
tho capltol, Augusta, Me., and bid In 
many thousand acres of land which 
the advertisements said had been for- 
feited to the state for non-payment 
of state and county taxes. Later he 
found that the deeds wpro defective 
and that it was Impossible to locate 
the lands from the deeds which tho

treasurer 
gave.

Young Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I believe that no calling surpasses 


"Lover ana that of the teacher In satisfaction and 


happiness. To .sec the spirit quicken- 
ed and the mind enriched, to feel the 
ardor of young minds becoming con- 
scious of their powers, to see habits 
of studygrow strong and permanent, 
to share the ingenuous companion- 
ship of student with teacher, is an ex- 
perience* of rare and faultless pleas- 
ure. 
As we, your teachers, look bark 


upon our associations with you we 
feel this in abundant measure. 
"We 


see perhaps more clearly than ever 
before that we have had a privilege 
rich in all tho most worthy elements 
of value. 
As we now stand at the 


parting1 of the way, our best wish is 
that a like privilege and a like satis- 
faction may come to you. 
We trust 


that you may find pupils as eager, 
as responsive, as deserving as we have 
found you to be.
